Know ye not that there is a Prince and a Great MAN fallen this day 
in Israel ? 2 Sam. iii. 38. 


As much as to say: Be still, and know that God is all-powerful ; 
and that Princes and people, the great and the little ones of the earth, 
are but the breath of his nostrils! Be still, and know that life is but a 
shadow and a dream, compared with the duration of eternity—an 
eternity of happiness or misery—which awaits all the children of 
men! Be still, and know, that if you cannot lament the fall of him, 
whom all Israel bis cause to mourn, decency, delicacy, duty, all de- 
mand that you disturb not the sacred sorrow which swells the bosom 
of your King! 

The words of our motto, were addressed by Davin, to his servants, 
at a moment when that Monarch was overwhelmed with affliction by 


the fall of Annie, treacherousty slain hy the hand of Joan. ABNER 
bad been a faithful servant, or rather ally Of Da virwy oc oe ow ce, 


of Israel had good reason to weep for his fall. But in the expression 
of his regret, on this occasion, as in almost every other circumstance 
of his life, save ove very foul and fatal deed, we perceive the evi- 
dence of Davip’s magnanimity of character. It was not merely fora 
prince, but for a great man, a man endowed with splendid talents and 
exalted virtues, that his royal breast could swell with grief, and his 
lips pour forth the accents of lamentation. So true it is, that great- 
ness of soul is attracted only by its own likeness; and Davin, of all 
the men of Israel, whether high or low, knew best howto appreciate 
the character ofa hero, a sage and asaint. Although a monarch the 
most powerful, and surrounded by all the splendour of eastern magopi- 
ficence; yet the baubles of royalty, the pride anid the pomp of autho- 
rity, bad no charms for the great soul of Davin, ifnot connected with 
genius, heroism, wisdom and piety. ‘There is, therefore, true philoso- 
phy, as well as genuine feeling, in the exclamation which we have 
chosen as the moito of these reflections. 

Know ye not that there is a Priuce end a Great Man fallen this day 
ia Israel! 

When an ordinary man pays the debt of nature, bis family and 
friends mourn the severance of kiudres! and social ties, and the tears 
of private grief bedew the turf that covers his remains. The sorrows 
that surround his grave, and retire to be soothed in silence by the balm 
of resignation, are tender and sacred, but they dwell only in the 
breasts of afew. Whem a Prince or a Magistrate, not remarkable

for good qualities, and great and beneficent enterprizes or improve- 
ments, sinks into the tomb, though the event is more generally known, 
the impression or effect is neither more general nor more serious, thau 
that which follows the exit of an ordinary or private man. But when 
a master spirit—a “ Great MAN” —like him who was mourned by the 
royal chief of Israel, has failen in the midst of his fame and good 
works—a man, whose talents were solid as well as splendid, and 
whose pure and enlightened views embraced a country’s good—pri- 
vate grief is immersed in public sorrow, and the tears of a nation at- 
test that Gop has been pleased to remind them of his power, by pros- 
trating in the dust a proud pillar of the social system ! 

To be good is the duty of all. To be great and good is the enviable 
distinction of a few only. Davin not only saw, but he felt this dis- 
tinction most sensibly in his own personal character. The son of 
Jesse, who had risen front the humble station of a shepherd’s boy, te 
the throne of Israel; who had exchanged the rural crook for the 
sceptre of empire, knew well that goodness alone, without greatness 
of soul, could neither cement the power, nor coniroul or extend the 
happiness of a nation. Happy was-it for Israel, that with the great- 
est powers of mind, their Monarch was not satisfied with the fame 


which these alope w i ; 
well as creat. He aimed Be tnee” (0 acquire him, . He was good as 


asage- His duty to God, as well as his love of fame, and pursuit of 
power, engrossed his mighty mind, and carried him at length to that 
high distinction which has marked him out to all ages as the “ man 
after God's own heart!” He, therefore, whose native greatness had 
elevated him to a throne; he who was the “ noble of nature,” and the 
favourite of Heaven, could well feel the loss of a “ Great MAN;” and 
so poignantly did he feel it in the fall of Aewer, that he could not but 
wish to communicate to the minds of his attendants, the same spirit 
of melancholly which filled his own breast: And how well adapted 
tor this purpose were the words of our motto: “ Know ye not that 
there is a Prince and a Great MAN fallen this day in Israel!” In these 
words Davin not only expressed his own poignant {velings, but he re- 


 buked the apathy while he kindled the grief of those to whom he address- 


ed them.. He brought before them the image of departed greatness, 
he recalled to their recollection all that the fallen chief had done for 
Israel, and thus he inspired them with the same mournful regrets that 
swelled in his own bosom the tide of feeling, and caused him to weep 
over the dispensation, while he bowed in humble submission, at the 
shrine, of eternal Providence ! 

But it is not merely to extol the greatness of Asner, or the philo- 
sophie, pious, and enlightened sensibility of Davip, that we make 
these reflections. It is for the purpose of inculcating upon the youth 





of our country, and particularly that portion of them, which may be 
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Milton: If at the Bar you despair of rivalling the eloquence of a 
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destined Tor public life, the importance of aiming at goodness and 
greatness, as well as power. ‘l'o be useful {9 mankind as well as to 
themselves: To confer happiness upon their country, as well as to 
acqiire the honours and distinctions which flow from the possession 
of public confidence: And above all, never to forget, when in pursuit 
of glory, their duty to Hr, from whom alone is-all true honour, fame 
and prosperity derived: These, and these only, should be the objects 
of the. aspiring youth of America; let these, then, be their “* studies 
by day and by night.” 

When Wasnuineton resigned his great soul into the hands of Him 
who gave it, how many were heard to exclaim, in the language of 


Davin, “ know ye not there is a Great MAN fallen this day in Israel! : 


WasnINGTon was nota Prince like Avner; but like- Anyer, he 
Was @ GREAT MAN, great in the cabinet, and great in the field; but 
greater still in the gates of Zion, where he watched and prayed for 
the deliverance of his-country, giving to Gop the glory of her great 
redemption, and claiming no merit to himself for all that he had done 
to bring her out of bondage. 

Generous, :ardent and nobile-spirtted youth of America! Remem- 
ber that your ancestors worshipped the God of Israel; and that he 
brought them out of kondage, and preserved them in the wilderness, 
2s he did that chosen people. Remember that Wasnineron, the fa- 
ther of your. country, was a CrrisTIAN, as well as a PATRIOT: that 
he whose memory has extorted even from the monarchs of the old 
vrorld, the tribute of reverential homage, was not ashamed to take 
up the cross, but counted it far above all his earthly honours to be 
ranked with the disciples of Jesus. Remember, that 

“ The paths of glory lead but to the grave !” 

And so live, that when you shall have followed your path of glery, 
and found its termination in that awlul gnlitesy nay be pronounced 
in. the language of that pious and grateful affection which animated 
ihe bereaved heart of Davin, when his favourite Asner feil by a 
traitor’s hand: Know ye not that there isa cavar man fallen this day 
in Israel!” 

But if it be said that you cannot be all great: If you cannot climb 


“ The steep where fame’s proud temple shines afar.:” 


If as Merchants you cannot cast into shade the illustrious name ‘of 
Medici : If as votaries of Science, you cannot soar beyond Galileo 
and Newton in the regions of discovery : If as Poets, your most exalt- 
ed flights are far below the sublimity of Shakspeare, and the grandeur of 


Citero, or the learning of a Bacon: If as Physicians, the fame of the 
Coan sage, or of him who discovered the circulation of the blood, burns 
with too fierce a beam for your feeble vision to encounter : If as Mi- 
nisters at the altar of Ged, the venerable names of Calvin and Lather, 
of Sherlock add Tuyler, remind you, that like the piliars of Hercules, 


they bound the regions of Divinity, beyond which if you venture, you 
ere east upon a trackless ocean: If, finally, neither in the cabinet 


nor in the field, you can equal the fame of him, whose memory your 
country and mankind will ever delight to honour; still there is a dis- 
tinction within your reach, and which though not elevated in the 
eyes of the world, brings with it that peace of mind, that divine eon- 


look in vain to every other source. We beheld you, in imagination, 
eager to learn what is this distinction, which, though humble in it- 
self, is productive of more solid satisfaction, than all that the gifts of ge. 
| nius, learning and power can bring along with them: Know, then, 
that if you cannot be all cREAT MEN, you can all become faithful 
disciples-of the Saviour of mankind: If you have not talents to per- 
form what men like Anwer, and Davin and W asmincron havedone ; 
you can, nevertheless, devote yourselves with equal zeal to the hum- 
bler duties which adorn the Christian character: And having done 
| so, when individually your-career.on earth shall be finished, though 
your country cannot weep for the fafi of a “ crear MAN,” the tears 
| of affectionate relatives and faithful friends, and the sighs of grati- 
tude from the hearts-of those whom you have visited in sickness, or 
relieved in distress, will bear to the recording Angel the evidence of 
your private virtues, and religious humility ; and your Saviour wilt 
receive you with the benign exclamation of “ well done, good and 
faithful servant, enter thou into the joy of thy Lord!” ee i!

AN ADDRESS, 
To the inhabitants of the Village of Waterford, on thetr establishing a 


Moral Society. 
By SAMUEL PLLATCHFORD, D. D. 





It is'at the request of the committee, to whom you have intrusted the 
management of those incipient stejs, necessary to the formation and 
erganization of a moral society in this village, that I am to address 


ou. f ; ; 
; I] presume there is no friend to virtue aud to piety, who is not 


aware of the importance and necessity of the association which you | 


eontemplate. ld is important—because, it contains an expression of 
the high sense you entertain of the value of public morals of soeiety— 
Hecause, of the respect. which it pays to those duties which relate to 


God, to our neighbor, and to ourselves—and because, of the support | 
and countenance which it will atford to the magistracy, with whom is | 


the due execution of those laws, which the virtue and wisdom of our 
tegislature have enacted for the preservation of order, by encouraging 
goo’ men and restraining the bad. vst 

It is necessary —because, of the depreciation of public morals which 
eannot be too much deplored; and the odiuam which is made to at- 
tach to the single individual, or single magistrate who would exert 
himself, to punish offenders and restrain vice. 

“Buch associations, also, tt may be with pleasure remarked, are be- 
coming very general throughout the countfy ; anditthey onus be-jres 
severed in, with a spirit at all equal to that with which they are com- 
menced, the very best consequences may be expected to follow. 

Such associations do not pretend to-enact laws ; they ouly recog- 
nize those which are already enacted by the highest authorities of 
government. They only by a united effort, determine to see laws 
witich are found in the statute book, put into operation—anid to the 
honor of the state in which. we live, let it be known, that the guardian 
arm of the law is thrown around public morals for their protection, 
so that none can tresspass upon morals without insulting the laws of 
their country, and exposing themselves to the frowns and the chastise- 
Pn bx sats occasion, exhibit a few extracts of articles, in which 
the law has made provisions. ‘The law of March 5, 1813, says on 
the subject ofthe Sabbath: “ ‘I'hat there shail be no travelling, ser- 
vile laboring or working, (works of necessity and charity excepted) 
shooting, fishing, sporting, playing, horse-racing, hunting, or frequent- 
ing of tippling-houses, or any unlawlul exercises or pastimes by any 
person or persons within this state, on the first day of the week, com- 
monly called Sunday ; and that every person being of the age of four 
teen years or upwards, offending iu the premises, shall, for every 
such offence, forfeit and pay to the use of the poor of the city or town 
where the said offence cr offences sball have been committed, the sam 

dollar.” 

we again, by way of siuiting up the sources of temptation, 
“ That no tavern-keeper, ale or porter-house keeper, inu-keeper, or 
any person retailing strong or spiritous liquors, ale or porter, within 
this state, shall sell or dispose of any liquors on the first day of the 
week, commonly called Sunday, to any person whatsoever, lodgers 
and travellers tolerated by law excepted :” The penalty of disobe- 
dignoe for every offence is.“ two dollars and @ half” 
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It also provides against the “ wil/ul disturhanee of public worship 
by making a noise er by rude aud indecent behavior,”—uuder a pen- 
alty “ not exceeding twenty-five dollars.” 

I cannot give you all which relates to the Sabbath; but the whole. 
may be read at your laisure. 

On the article of profanencss (90, this vice is restrained by the law, 
in these words,—“ ‘'bat if any person or persons shall profanely swear 
or curse, and be thereof convicted by the coufession of {he party of- 
fending, or on the oath of any one or more witnesses ; for every such 
offence he shall pay the sum of thirty-seven and a half cents.” 

These are very important items: they are intimately connaceted 
with our owa, and the public happiness. ‘I"hey are creditable to the 
government which has passed upon them; and they have the counte- 
nanée of the law of God. The law of God relating to the Sabbath, 
is “ Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy.”—And that relating 
to profanity, is ‘‘ Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy God 
in vain; for the Lord will not Lold him guiltless that taketh his name 
in vain.” 

‘The due observance of both these laws, then, has the authority of 
both Ged and man. They are bound upon us by authority—but not 
by authority merely: The Sabbath, for instance, is an institution 
founded in the very fitness and propriety of things. Jt was on this day 


| that God resied from the works of creation; and it is proper that we 


should rest also after six days labor, that unoccupied by worklly avo- 
cations we may contemplate the works of God, and renew in the rea- 
son and the feelings of our hearts, our obligations to his love and ser-. 
vice ;—and especialiy too, for the consideration that on this day, not 
only the splendor of the first, but the the glory of the second creation 
claims our regarl. On thisday it was that Jesus our Saviour burst 
the ligaments of death, and the barriers of the grave; and by this 
amazing act of power, gave us the hope of eternal life. On this day 
he chose to meet his disciples and to bless them: on this day also, 
he was pleased to send his holy spirit, which sat upon the same disci- 
ples like cloven tongues of fire. It is culledin the New Testament, 
emphatically the Lord’s day ; and (he duty is both reasonable and de- 
lightful which calleth him to mind who bringeth light out of darkness, 
and reveals.a new heaven and a new earth. If we consider this day 
Only as a resting day, it is of immense advantage. We are enablst

quence, when we eonsider that on this day the worship of God sis. 
principally conducted. God communes with man, @ud maa with his 
God. We are instructed in the doctrives, ihe promises, the precy jr's 
and the hopes of ihe Bible. On this day we are humbled by the re 
proofs of the gospel; encouraged hy its overtures ; soothed by its con 
solations, and animated by the example ofhim who is the sum anc 
substance of the whole. 

Let not: then, intrusive profanity be permitted to disturh the so 
lemn grandeur and avwful tranquillity of such a day; let no one de evi: 
fered to set an example of defiance {o the laws which would defend 
this day from insult; forit is a faet, that when men once come to make 
this day common, they are generally fonnd using it to Worse purposes 
than other days. Oh! coul( we but paint fo you, the scenes of riot and 
debauchery, and all tbe impious combinations of wicked men, to 


{ cheer up one another in their aversion to the worship of God on this 


day, you would shudder at the picitre. Need I call to your recollec- 
lion the boisterous mirth, with which many misguided youth some- 
times pass the streets of this vitlage, on what is called :“ a Sunday 
Ride,” an offence to the public and a disgraee to themselves. Whole 
families too, are ruined in {requent instances, by the example of irre- 
ligious parents io their abuse of this sacred day; their children are 
seen rambling around the streets, or sailing on the water, or playing 
on the shore and forming characters, which without the interventiog 
of restraining grace, nature iiself will blush fo own. . 

Profane swearing, also “iil claim your regard—and your exertions 
in restraining it, have the same sanction. This vice cannot be toe 
strictly: watched, and it will require on your part, a high degree of 
determined firmness—for ii has attained a most dreadful ascendency. 


There are many persons so habitua'!y proface ; so shockingly familiar. 
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with thé name of God in common conversation, to say nothing of 
those times when the angry passions are excited by real or supposed 
injury, that they are scarcely aware when they are chargeable with 
the crime. They who are old in this practice, have been tutors to 
those who are younger; and there\are children among us who are 
beard to swear witb an awful proficiency in sin, 

Let this association, then, do their duty calmly, seriously and with 
perseverance. With the Bible in one hand and the statute book in 
the other, you will do much in terminating those disorders which in- 
jare the character ol our morality, and dishonor society. 

I cannot conclude this address, without reminding every member 
of this society, who would be a guardian of‘morals to others, to be 
moral himself. You who have the care of youth, remember the im- 
portance of training them up in the right way. Let your children 
and apprentices and domestics, not be permitted to violate the Sab- 
bath, or profane the name of God. Establish in your families, a reli- 
gious order, and let that order be religiously obeyed ; neither pay nor 


_ yeceive visits on the Sabbath day—converse with your families on 


useful and religious topics, which are always important in their cha- 
racter, and which you may make entertaining by your affability: you 
will be furnished with abundant matter in the public discourses which 
you hear;—let every one in your family be acquainted with the serip- 
tures, and bring them up in the love of that precious volume. ‘Their 
inclinations if averse to duty, are not to be the rule of your conduct, 
but what God has required, is to be your rule, and for your obedience 
to that rule, you must give account elsewhere.—May God crown all 
your honest efforts with success, and vouchsafe to you all, his divine 
blessing, AMEN.

In aid of the benevolent object of the above address, we are re. 
quested to publish the following, which was read on Sunday last in 
the congregations of Trinity church. ‘ 

It is deemed proper to call the attention of this congregation, and 
of Episcopalians generally, to the situation of the congregation of 
Zion Church in this city. By a dispensation of Providence, the 
building in which they worshipped, has been destroyed. It is entire- 
ly beyond their ability to erecta new one. There are few individu- 
als among them of more than moderate wealth. In these circumstan. 
ces, they have applied for relief to the corporation of Trinity Church. 
But, from the heavy expenditures, to which for many years, that cor. 
poration has been exposed, its pecuniary affairs are now in a situation 
which precludes all increase of expenditures. and demands a system 
of rigid economy. ‘That corporation does not possess, and will not 
in atl probability for many years possess productive property in any 
degree adequate to the demands which are made upon it. These 
facts are stated in this solemn manner and in this sacred place, in or- 
der to impress upon Episcopalians the necessity and duty of coming 
forward by their individual contributions for the support of religion 
and their church. To aid the Vestry of Zion Church in re-building 
their house of worship, there appears no other resource than the libe- 
rality of the friends of religion generally, and especially of the Epis- 
copal church. For this purpose the Vestry of ‘Trinity Church have 
resolved to commence a subscription: and, besides the sum contribut- 
ed by them as a corporation, which is considered by them as a larger 


j sum than the state of their finances justifies, have also resolved indi- 


vidually to exert themselves in precuring contributions, and to make 
personal application to all the members of their congregations. Mea- 
sures will also be adopted for soliciting the pious bounty of Episco- 
palians generally. Itis not to be supposed that, while other denom- 
inations, by private bounty alone, raise splendid edifices, Episcopa- 
hi , who pene large a portion of the wealth of the community, 
will incor the stigma of failing in am attempt toerect, by an appe:!

The Managers of the Bible Society of Philadelphia present their 
Seventh Report, contaicing the prcvceedings of the preceding year. 
They are aware, that the detail of facets to be exhibited, can, on no 
account, be reconcileable to the patience of the hearers ; except, as 
it may. be rendered so, by an interest taken in the single object of 
the institution—the gratuitous distribution of the Bible. Bat stich 
an interest ix now eomtemplated, ac the motive of the assembling a 
respectable audience on this occasion. y

| _ The importance of.the Stereotype Press will be duly estimated by 
| the members of the Society, when-they are informed, that in the 
| course of the year, the pressing calls on it have occasioned the issue 
of sixteen thousand, three hundred and seventy-five Bibles, and six 
thousand five hundred New-T'estaments.- 

Your Managers have supplied a number of the other Bible Socie- 
ts in the United States with Bibles from the Stereotype Press, at 
60 cents per copy, and the New-Testaments at 22 cents, in the do- 
ing of which they consider that the great object of the charity is pro- 
| moted as much as if they obtained the full value of these books, and 
appropriated the surplus funds in the gratuitous distribution of the 
Scriptures. Itis of no consequence, by which of the Societies the 
precious gift is distributed, if it is but judiciously done. It is, how- 
ever, duc to the members of the Society to know, that wherein the 
number of Bibles and New-Testaments gratuitously distributed by 
the managers appears to come short; the deficiency is in some good 
degree made up, by the increased number of books distributed by 
those Societies which are furnished from the Stereotype Press. 

_ It seems to the managers unnecessary to state.to the Society the 
items of the receipts of money, which have enabled. them:to meet 
the demands of distribution. Those receipts will appear in the ac- 
count of the treasurer in the Appendix. ‘There are some donations 
however, which, because of their amounts, are worthy of beimg espe- 
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cially me&ioned, and fully remembered. Of this description 
are the gift of $180 by the district Bible Society of Hampden, in the 
state of Massachusetts ; a legacy of $200 by the late Rev. Dr. King, 
a Presbyterian clergyman of Franklio county ; and a legacy of Miss 
Rebecca Knox, late of this city, of 1000 dollars. The two last of 
these donations are not yet, but will in a short time be received. 

It. may also be proper to notice, that the invitation issued by the 
Society, to the procuring of charitable contributions in the different 
churches, has been altogether without effect. 

When the Managers cast their eyes over the extensive field of 1a- 
bours open to them im the south-western extremity of the United 
‘States; and at the same time consider the difficulties attached to the 
language generally spoken in that section of the Union ; they lilt up 
their hearts with gratitude to Almighty God, for disposing many libe- 
ral citizens, aod for also enabling many of our sister Societies to con- 
tribute to the printing of an edition of 6000 French New-T'estaments 
to be sent principally to the state of Louisiana, and the adjacent ter- 
ritories. The Managers voted their thanks to the Societies and to 
the individuals, who supplied the funds: and to Dr. Samuel Griffith 
of this city, fer the trouble bestowed by him in the correcting of the 
press. A favourable opportunity of distribution presented itself, in 
the agency of two missionaries from a religious society in New-Eng- 
land—the Rev. Samuel I. Mills, and the Rev. Daniel Smith. As 
the employment of the missionaries in the work of this Society, 
would take a considerable portion of their time from the labours of 
their mission, justice dictated the allowance of a reasonable compen- 
sation, which was accordingly settled by agreement. A letter has~ 
been lately received from the Rev. Mr. Mills, informing the Society 
of the arrival at New-Orleans of the copies destined for Louisiana, 
and of the progress made in the distribution of them. 

Your managers voted two copies of the French New-Testament, 
on the best paper, to each of the Becieties which had contributed to 
the impression, and one copy to each of the individuals, who had 
been prominent in the patronage of it ; as a token of thankfulness for 
their respective aids. 

The zeal of the Auxiliary Bibie Society of this city, has induced 
them to draw the attention of your managers to the question of pro- 
viding a set of Stereotype plates, with types a larger size than those 
which we now print. ‘The design has for its object the accommoida- 
tion of persons, who are disqualified by age from reading in the edi- 
tions which have been hitherto the subjects of distribution. It was 
evident, that the expense of the propesed enterprize would fall with 
too great a weight on the present funds. The managers, however, 
impressed by conviction of the utility of the design, being warranted 
by past encouragement to cherish sanguine expectations of the fi- 
berality of the public, and hoping to draw assistance from their sister 
societies in other states, appointed a committee for the gathering of 
all possible information, as to the practicability of what was proposed. 
The result has been a determination, not to apply their ordinary 
funds for the accomplishment of the projected work ; but to undertake 
the printing ofthe New-Testament on a larger type, as soon as funds 
can be obtained for that special purpose. 

The managers appointed a committee to determine all reports re- 
cieved from other Bible Societies, and from time to time to report 
such parts as it may be considered useful or interesting to the mana- 
gers to hear. One of the effects of this measure, has been the bring- 
ing before us of two incidents, which occurred during the last year ; 
and are now produced to the Society ; as illustrating the beneficent 
apirit of Christianity, in promoting the works of piety and charity 
among Christian people of different nations, even during a state of 
wai; the horrors of which are thereby lessened: and a prospect is 
opened of their being at last banished from the world, as the sure 
word of prophesy warrants us to believe: andas happens, in propor- 
tion as the blessed system acquires ils legitimate influence over the 
hearts and the actions of mankind. The Bible Society of Massachu- 
setts, having learned that a number of Bibles were circulating through 
the country with the stamp of the British and Foreign Bible Society 
upon them, institated an inquiry into their history. They found that 
they had been committed to captain Landers, for distribution in the 





neighbouring British provinces, and had afterwards been captured by 
an American privateer from New-York, and carried into Portland. 
Ineffectual attempts having been made to prevent their dispersion, 
and to appropriate them to their original design ; and. difficulties ly- 
ing in the way cf the Society in transmitting an equal number of Bi- 
bles to Halifax in their stead, a subscription was unmediately insti- 
tuted in Boston, and the ascertained amount being 1.156. 2s. Od. ster- 
ling, it was promplly collected and transmitted to the Parent Socie- 
ty. It is said that within a few days a greater sum by one half was 
subscribed, and that it yyould have been easy to have tucreased it to 
any indefinite extent. [TO BE CONTINUED. |
